The Virginia Resolutions. 


We hope our legislature will not responc 


to the invitation of the legislature of Vir 
ginia to send commissioners, to meet a 
Washington, on the 4th of February.— 
There is not the smallest probability tha 
any agreement or understanding can be ar 
rived at, even if Virginia and the other 
states are " mot half way," as Mr. Mess 
more proposes. 
The slave holding state 


want all the concessions made to them 
AVe judge so from the long continued prac 
tice of the slave states, both in congress 
in the conventions of the political parties 
and from the tenor of those resolutions : 


1. The -whereas contains a threat that i 


the controversy is not satisfactorily adjust 
ed thata "permanentdissolution of the Un 
ion is inevitable." 


2. The second resolution tells us how 


the '"' unhappy controversy " is to be settlec 
—that is, in the spirit in which the consti' 
tntion was formed ; we all know that it was 
formed in a spirit of compromise towards 
slavery—.-that as much was yielded to that 
power in that instrument as could be wrung 
from the opponents of slavery at that time 
We are told, also, in the same resolution 
that '•' the people of the slave holding states 
must have adequate guarantees for the se- 
curity of their right"—that is, further guar- 
antees which are not in the constitution, 
Nothing is said about the rights of the free 
states—the protection of free speech and a 
free press all over the republic—nothing 
about the outrages of personal rights un- 
der the fugitave slave act—nothing about 
the treason committed by the people of sis 
slave holding states, in taking possession of 
government property, firing upon the flag 
of the country and conspiring against the 
constitution. All this is overlooked, while 
there must be concessions and guarantees 
to the slave holders. Will Wisconsin ac 
cept a seat at this feast, to be outvoted and 
bouud inhonor to abidebyitsdoings,because 
she consents to go into this slaughter house 
of the constitution ? Let it he remember- 
ed that the slave power expects us to live 
up to our agreements, while the south is at 
liberty to rebel at any time against the will 
of the majority. That can be seen in all 
their proceedings since the constitution was 
formed. When all things work together 
for their benefit, they are peaceable, but 
the moment there is a decision upon any 
point, (even the passage of a revenue law 
which they do not like,) they resolve them 
selves out of the Union, and make threats 
until they gain their point in compromises ; 
then they come back to rule the country 
again. Their demand now is '•' adequate 
guarantees," or a dissolution of the Union. 


3d. It is intimated pretty strongly in the 


third resolution that the present constitu 
tion will not do. It must be amended— 
they want "jnrf/ter 
security of the rights 


of the slaveholding states'1—not a word for 
freedom—no further security is to be vouch- 
safed to the people of the north while pass- 
ing through the south—no guarantee that 
the slave states will abide by this arrange- 
ment longer than it suits their convenience 
or pleasure—the compromise foreshadowed 
is one entirely for the benefit of the south. 


•1. The fourth resolution reserves control 


over their commissioners;—being near the 
city of Washington they can dictate to their 
agents, while the far off states represented 
there cannot do so, but must trust wholly 
to their representatives. 
This is character- 


istic of the fairness of the chivalry. 


5. The fifth resolution tells us what Vir- 


ginia expects, viz: the Crittendeu amend- 
ments must be made a part of the consti- 
tution, so modified that slavery must be 
protected in all the territory which south- 
ern filibusters can steal on the continent 
of America, south of yG° 30'. That is the 
arrangement, the modification, or " the ad- 
justment of our unhappy difficulties, "which 
Virginia asks Wisconsin to consent to.— 
The work is laid out for us—agree to one 
proposition, says Virginia; nothing else 
will be accepted. 
The republican who 


agrees to meet them halfway upon such a 
proposition, is only a "half way" republi- 
can. 
• 


G. The sixth resolution asks the presi- 


dent of the United States, and the seceding 
states, to abstain from all acts which are 
calculated to produce a collision of arms, 
while these commissioners are in session. 
Well, the president weakly agrees to abstain, 
but the seeeders go on with their rebellion 
as usual. They do not abstain from any of 
their acts. They still beseige Fort Sump- 
ter, continue to erect batteries around Fort 
Pickens, and plant cannon on the banks of 
the Mississippi to destroy the commerce of 
unfriendly states. When they restore the 
government forts and the plundered arse- 
nals and sub-treasuries of the United States 
to the proper authorities, and remove their 
hostile obstruction of the Mississippi river, 
we would be willing to treat with them— 
not till then. That is our doctrine, and the 
appointment ]of commissioners should be 
contingent entirely upon that kind of ac- 
tion on the part of the rebellious states. 


DOES XOT RESPOXD.—The legislature of 


South Carolina has unanimously resolved, 
that while acknowledging the courtesy of 
the Virginia legislature in sending a com- 
missioner, declines having any intercourse 
on the subject proposed, regarding the sep- 
aration as final and irrevocable, 


Ur.TiMATt/MS.—The ultimatum of South 


Carolina is the surrender of Fort Sumpter, 
and of Virginia on behalf of the border 
slave states, that the Crittenden proposition 
ehall be made a part of the constitution.— 
There is no hope of an adjustment with the 
made caps, as these terms will never be 
submitted to by the people of the north and 
west. In our opinion the alternatives are, 
a war to compel obedience to the laws of 
the country, or a peaceable separation of 
the Union, Which will the people have ?

That Six Regiment Bill. 


MESSRS. EDITORS:—The bill recent! 


passed by the senate providing for the rais 
ing, organizing and eqniping six regiments 
of infantry and two battallions of field ar 
tillery is receiving some attention, and as 
far as my observation extends, is very gen 
erally disapproved of. That some measures 
should be taken to revive the military spiri 
in our people and put our state in a posi 
tion that will enable it to respond to any 
call that may be made upon it by the pres 
ident, is conceded by all; yet, neither the 
present or any anticipated exigency justi 
fies the enormous expense that must attend 
the hasty measures provided in that bill. 


There is nothing in the present attitude 


of the southern states that cannot be met 
and overcome with the means now in thf> 
hands of the president; and if more is re 
quired he can get, in ten days, by enlist 
ment and volunteers, enough, and more 
than enough to meet any emergency. 


This bill, if it should become a law, ivil 


cost us anywhere from $1,000,000 to 1*6, 
000,000, and it is very doubtful if a single 
man will bo required by the general gov 
ernment. 
Sufficient for the day is the evil 


all that is necessary for us to do is to hold 
ourselves in readiness and go when we are 
wanted. I know the feelings of our people 
well; they are willing to take upon them- 
selves heavy burthens to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the government; but they also 
know that two or three millions in the shape 
of a tax is not the best measure that could 
be devised to insure individual and state 
prosperity, or increase the popularitj' ol 
those who may bs the means of inflictin, 
it upon them.

DEAB SIRS :—At the request of our agent, 


Mr. Hacoon, (who arrived home on Friday 
last) I will endeavor to give you an account 
of matters a'nd things in Kansas as I un- 
derstand it. 
Our difficulty with the border 


ruffian party is ended for the present. 
Be- 


ing encouraged by the success in Texas and 
Arkansas, they made the attempt here, but 
found it up hill business. When Captain 
Montgomery called them to account for the 
murders and robberies they had committed 
on the free state party, they were like the 
passage we read in the good book, that the 
wicked fleeth when no man pursueth. This 
was the case at Fort Scott, out of which 
scattering Judge Williams tried to make so 
ranch political capital. I have seen Gen. 
Harney's report and pronounce it as false as 
that of Judge Williams'. Does he suppose 
our brethren of the north and west will be- 
lieve him ? Are we all a set of perjarers 
and assassins ? Have we turned to negro 
stealing? 
God forbid. 
Let ourfriends.be 


assured we will not do anything of which 
they would not approve were they acquaint- 
ed with the facts. 
Wo attend to our own 


business, but when mdested by border ruf- 
fians or their abettors we will turn out and 
defend our right, and they know we can do 
it and this makes them so bitter. Our coun- 
try is suffering from famine and now was 
the time to make a blow, but they were de- 
feated. 


Onr people are sufleriug severely in this 


town. Thus far we have had but 12 sacks 
of meal distributed in the town. 
Our agent 


informs us there1 was large amounts made 
up by our sympathisers in Wisconsin, but 
as it goes to general distribution, it has thus 
far been of little benefit to our town, and 
what we have received has undergone sorae 
process to make corn meal out of wheat 
flour. One reason why we are not benefit- 
ed is, we have 130 miles land carriage to 
Atchison, the depot of all donations sent. 
and hardly any fodder to be had on the 
road, and our teams only get equal share 
with those in the vicinity and others who 
;an make one or two trips a week. Num- 
bers have gone back empty. But we hope 
;o make a live of it, although T was inform- 
ed of one family who lived on sugar cane 
seed and others about as bad in our town. 
The prospect bids fair thus far for next sea- 
son. Weare.having considerable rain which 
will fill the ground and give a good start in 
the spring. 
But we are destitute of seed 


and unless we have it all your bounty will 
avail us nothing. Spring wheat should be 
sown the latter part of February, and I 
doubt if we will be able to get it in season. 
With plenty seed, a good season and the 
blessings of God we hope to be able to help 
ourselves after harvest. We also hope to 
be admitted in the Union ; while others wish 
;o go out, we believe there is nothing like 
;he Union. I assure you we feel very much 
obliged to o;ir benefactors and will not soon 
forget it.

of parties who paid money to the genera 
government for such land belonging to thi 
state, which was adopted. 


Sen. _ Montgomery offered a resolution 


that a joint committee be appointed, with 
instructions to prepare a bill amending the 
constitution on the following points, to wit 
Increasing the governor's salary, providing 
for biennial sessions of the legislature, abol 
ishing the state land office and putting the 
lauds into the hands of the counties, anc 
for changing the time of electing members 
of the assembly. 


In the ASSEMBLY a resolution was intro 


duced by Mr. Graham instructing ths print 
ing committee to inquire whether making a 
wider margin on the daily slips would incur 
additional expense, and directing the public 
printer to suspend action under the order 
till the report was made. 
Adopted. 


By. L. R. Graves, a resolution appropri 


ating $5 in postage stamps to the subordi 
nate officers.

By_ Mr. Ellis, a resolution instructing the 


judiciary committee to inquire whether 
there was any law fixing the term of office 
of county judge. 


A bill was introduced by Mr. Graham to 


amend the statute relative to sales and re 
demotion of lands for taxes. This bill has 
two important features. 
One requires the 


county clerk to keep every man's tax ac- 
count posted, so that all the tax against 
lots may be seen at a glance, without hunt- 
ing over the records of several years. An 
other prohibits the payment of a tax, while 
a previous tax against the same property 
remains unpaid—that is, the taxes must be 
paid in the order in which they are levied 


Senate bill No. 38, giving county agri 


cultural societies'until the 1st of Febrnary 
to make report to state officers, were passec 
under suspension of rules. 


Assembly spent some time in committee 


of the whole.

The resolutions of the State of Virginia 


were communicated to the legislature by 
the Governor as follows : 


WHEREAS, It is the deliberate opinion 01 


the general assembly of Virginia, that uu 
less the unhappy controversy, which now di 
videa the states cf this confederacy, shal 
be satisfactorily adjusted, a permenant dis- 
solution of the Union is inevitable ; and the 
general assembly, representing the wishes 
of the people of the commonwealth, is de 
sirous of employing every reasonable mcanb 
to avert so dire a calamity, and determmec 
to make a final effort to restore the Union 
and the constitution, in the spirit in which 
they were established by the fathers of the 
republic: Therefore, 


Resolved, That on behalf of the common- 


wealth of Virginia, an invitation is hereby 
extended to all such States, whether slave- 
holding or non-slaveholding, as are willing 
to unite with Virginin an earnest effort tc 
adjust the present uuhappy controversies, 
in the spirit in which the constitution was 
originally formed, and consistently with its 
principles, so as to afford to the people ol 
the slaveholding States adequate guarantees 
for the security of their rights,' to appoint 
commissioners to meet on the 4th day ol 
February next, in the city of Washington, 
similar commissioners appointed by Vir- 
ginia, to consider, and if practicable, agree 
upon some suitable adjustment. 


Resolved. That Ex-President John Tyler, 


William C. Rives, Judge John W. Br'oek- 
enbrough, George W. Summers and James 
A. Seddon are hereby appointed commis- 
sioners, whose duty it shall be to repair to 
the city of Washington, on the day desig- 
nated in the foregoing resolution, to meet 
such commissioners as may be appointed 
ay any of the said States, in accordance 
with the foregoing resolution. 


Resolved. That if said commissioners, 


after full and free conference, shall agree 
upon any plan of adjustment requiring 
amendments of the federal constitution, 
or the further security of the rights of the 
-he people of the Elaveholding states, they 
je requested to communicate the proposed 
amendments to congress, for the purpose of 
laving the same submitted to that body, 
according to the forms of the constitution, 
,o the several States for ratification. 


Resolved, That if said commissioners 


cannot agree on such adjustment, or if 
agreeing, congress shall refuse to submit 
'or ratification such amendments as may 
je proposed, then the commissioners of 
this state shall immediately communicate 
the result to the executive of this common- 
wealth, to be by him laid before the con- 
vention of the people of Virginia and the 
general assembly ; provided, that the said 
commissioners be subject at all times to 
be control of the general assembly, or if 
'n session, to that of the state convention. 


Resolved, That in the opinion of the gen- 


eral assembly of Virginia, the propositions 
embraced in the resolutions presented to 
,he senate of the United States by the Hon. 
lohn J. Crittenden, so modified as that the 
irst proposed as an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States shall apply 
o all the territory of the United States 
now held or hereafter acquired south of lat- 
tude thirty-six degrees and thirty minutes, 
ind provide that slavery of the African 
'ace shall be effectually protected as prop- 
;rty therein during the continuance of the 
erritorial government, and the fourth arti- 
:le shall secure to the owners of slaves the 
ight of transit with their slaves between 
and through the non-slaveholding states 
and territories, constitute the basis of such 
an adjustment of the unhappy controversy 
which now divides the states of this copfed- 
iracy, as would be accepted by the people 
if this commonwealth. 


Resolved, That Ex-President John Tyler 


s hereby appointed by the concurrent vote 
)f each branch of the general assembly, 
^ commissioner to the president of the 
Jnited States, and Judge John Robertson 
3 hereby appointed, by a like vote, a.com- 
missioner to the state of South Carolina, 
nd the other states that have seceded, or 
hall secede, with instructions respectfully 


to request the president of the Uuitet 
States and the authorities of such states 
to agree to abstain, pending the proceed 
ings contemplated by the action of thii 
general assembly, from any and all act! 
calculated to produce a collision of arm: 
between the states and the government o 
the United States. 


Resolved, That copies of the foregoing 


resolutions be forthwith telegraphed to the 
executives of the several states, and also 
to the president of the United States am 
that the governor be requested to inform 
without delay, the commissioners of their 
appointment to the foregoing resolutions. 


Mr. Hicks moved that they be referred to 


the committee on federal relations. 


Mr. Messmore hoped that some othei 


reference would be made, or that this com 
mittee would speedily report.

these resolutions would not be absorbed by 
the insatiate maw of the committee; h' 
wanted to see them again during the ses 
sion. The resolutions from Virginia re 
quirnd prompt action, if any was had.

way.
